DIPHTHERIA  PROPHYLAXIS. 


Regular  weekly  Clinics  have  been  held  throughout  the  year 
for  the  purpose  of  immunising  children  against  Diphtheria. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the 
year  1942,  and  none  of  these  cases  had  received  the  course  of 
immunisation. 

Publicity  for  this  campaign  has  been  carried  out  in  the  form 
of  posters  and  leaflets,  Press  notices,  and  the  exhibition  of  slides 
in  local  cinemas.  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  in  the  course 
of  home  visiting  emphasize  to  parents  the  importance  of  immunisa¬ 
tion  where  this  has  not  been  done. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  campaign  each  School  child 
was  given  a  leaflet  to  take  home  to  their  parents.  This  leaflet 
pointed  out  the  dangers  of  not  being  protected  against  Diphtheria, 
and  embodied  a  form  of  application  for  parents  to  complete  for 
this  to  be  done.

The  most  important  factor  in  the  control  of  Infectious  Disease 
is  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Our  most  potent  weapons  against  the 
spread  of  Diphtheria  are  careful  swabbing  and  examination  of  all 
suspicious  sore  throats  and  all  contacts  of  actual  cases,  together 
with  isolation  of  persons  affected.
